motabol i c product biomass prepared by incubating Rhodopseudomonas 
caosulatas FERMBP-7434 strain a photosynthotic bact e rium together with a lactic acid 
bacterium so as to causo tho photosynthotic bact e r i um to produce a biomass 
comprising a viscous material:ff,1 1 wherein after being subiected to water-washing and 
subsequently to acid hydrolysis, the biomass has a glucose content ranging from 0.8 to 
3.3 weight %. a ribose content ranging from 0.2 to 1 .0 weight %, a rhamnose content 
ranging from 0.4 to 2.0 weight %, and a fucose content of 0.6 weight % or less 

tho photosynthotic bacter i um being Rhodopseudomonas capsu l atas FERMBP - 
7 4 3 4 strain . 

2. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

the biomass metabo l ic product contains bacteriochlorophvll baotor i ooholorophvl l 
in a range of from 0.2 to 3.0 weight % (weight %) , 

3. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

the biomass motabolic product contains bacteriochlorophvll bactor i ocholorophvll 
in a range of from 0.6 to 1 .9 weight % (we i ght %) . 

4. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

the biomass motabo li c product contains a carotinoid material in a range of 0.5 to 
7.5 /ymol/g (/ymol/g) . 

5. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

the biomass metabolic product contains a carotinoid material in a range of 2.4 to 
4.0 i/mol/g (//mo l /g) . 
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6. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

afte r being subjected to acid hydrolysis, the biomas s motabo li o product has^ 
glucose conten t contonto (wo i ght %) ranging from 2.4 to 7.5 weight % . a ribose content 
oontonto (weight %) ranging from 0.3 to 1 .1 weight % . a rhamnose conten t oontonts 
(wo i ght %) ranging from 1 .0 to 3.3 weight % . and a fucos e content oontonts (wo i ght %) 
ranging from 0.6 to 2.6 weight % . 

7. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

afte r being subjected to acid hydrolysis, the biomas s motabo li o product has_a 
glucose conten t oontonto (woight %) ranging from 3.5 to 6. 5 weight % . a ribose_content 
contents (woight %) ranging from 0.4 to 1 . 0 weight % . a rhamnose content contents 
(wo i ght %) ranging from 1 .2 to 3.0 weight % . and a fucose conten t oontonto (wo i ght %) 
ranging from 0.8 to 2.4 weight % . 

Claim 8 (canceled) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

9. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

afte r being subjected to water-washing and subsequently to acid hydrolysis, the 
biomass motabolio product has_a glucose conten t contonto (woight %) ranging from 1 .0 
to 3. 0 weight % . a ribose conten t contonto (wo i ght %) ranging from 0.3 to 0.9 weight % . 
a rhamnose conten t oontonto (wo i ght %) ranging from 0.5 to 1 . 6 weight % . and a fucose 
conten t oontonto (wo i ght %) of 0.5 weight % or less.

14. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

the lactic acid bacterium is LactobacillL Kj Laotobao i l l us spp. 

15. (currently amended) The drug as set forth in Claim 1 , wherein: 

the lactic acid bacterium is Lactobacillus bulaalicu s Lactobac ill uo bulga li cus . 
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16. (currently amended) A method of manufacturing a drug, comprising the steps of: 
incubating in a liquid medium Rhodopseudomonas caosulatas FERMBP-7434 
strain a photoQvnthot i o bacterium together with a lactic acid bacterium so as to causo 
tho photosynthotic bactor i um to produce a biomass comprising a viscous material in the 
[[a]] liquid medium , the photosynthotic bactor i um boing Rhodopseudomonas capsulatas 
FERMBP 7 4 3 4 stra i n; and 

separating the biomass comprising a viscous material a metabo li c product from 
the liquid medium. 
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
